(On an average of five yoars ending 1907-03, the area under wheat in the 
territory to which this forecast relates has represented some 44 per cent. of 
the total area under wheat in India. © 


The ratio of the irrigated wheat acreage to total wheat acreage, (d) in 


British India and (4) in the territory now reported on has, in the five years , 


ending 1907-08, averaged (a) 38'7 per cont. and (b) 2'2 per cent., respectively.) 


Dixplanatory.—Three forecasts of the wheat crop are 
issued. The first deals only with the estimates ‘of the 
areas sown and the general condition of the crop. . 

Area sown, —'lhe area sown this year is reported to, be 
1,459,600 acres against 1,255,200 acres last year. The 
increase is due to favourable weather at the time of 
sowing. : 

Character of the season and condition of the crop.—tin 
September, rain was general though defective in most 
districts. In the beginning of October, good rain fell 
in the Bhagalpur Division; in the other districts of Bibar, 
the fall was light. There was sufficient moisture in the 
soil and the time of sowing was normal. The season bein 
favourable the area under the crop this year is muc 
greater. The rain received in the early part of December 
nn penetra the standing crops which are in good 
condition.

RAINFALL SUMMARY FOR THE MONSOON PERIOD 
OF 1909. 
Tue following retharks aré intended to give a brief account of the dis- 


" tribution of actual rainfall over the Province of Bengal during the past South- 


West Monsoon (i.e.) for the period May to October. ' 

In January and Febroary the rainfall was seasonable. Light showers 
fell in all districts excepting ooghiy Howrah, the 24-Parganas and Angal. 
The fall was below the average in all the Divisions excepting Chota Nagpur, 
where it is in slight excess. 

In February also, light showers fell in all the districts except Jessore, 
where it was nil. It was in defect in all the Divisions except Orissa, 

The month of March was practically rainless. A few showers fell in 
raat Bdukora, Midnapore, the 24-Parganas, Jessore, Khulna, Orissa and 

ta.Nagpur. ‘ . 

The saath of April was marked by heavy precipitation ovér the Proy- 
ince. It'was above the average in all districts, Expressed in pereentagé 
fi , South-West ge received 308, Bihar 457, Orissa 411 and Chota 
Senpur 349-per cent. of the normal average. The departure from the normal 
was + 3°91* in South-West Bengal, + 2°18 in Bihar, + 3°79 in Orissa and 
+ 2°42in Chota Nagpur as compared with actual average. ‘The rainfall 

‘ded during the month of April 1909 was greater than that recorded in 
the same month in any previous year except 1899. 

During the month of May, the rainfall was below the normal in all 
districts, Khulna excepted, where it was in slight excess. InBurdwan, Mid- 
n , Hooghly, 24-Parganas, Nadia and Jessore in South West Bengal the 
fall was above normal. In Bibwr, Orissa and Chota Nagpar it was very 


scanty. 

The month of June is of special interest, as the advance of the monsoon 
current up the Bay, and the commencement of the rains in Bengal usually 

place during this month. ; 

In June 1909, the monsoon was established ip Bengal on the 6th (i.¢.), 
about a week earlier thun the normal date.

“The Bay current extended with great rapidity over the Gangetic plain, with the result

“A notable feature of the last four days was the oocurrence of heavy downpours of 
rain in Bengal in connection with a small low pressure ‘rea. Thus Burdwan recorded a 
total of 16°78" and Jessore of 16°55" on the 28th and 29th,” (Vide Monthly Weathet 
Review of India for August 1909.) 

During the month of September, the rainfall was above the average in 

‘Burdwan, Bankura, Hooghly and Murshidabad in South-West B ; in 
Patna and Gaya in Bihar; in Sambalpur, Cuttack and Puri in Orissa; in 
Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Manbhum and Singhbhum in Chota Nagpur. ‘The defect 
‘werd greatest in Champaran, where the departure from the normal was —641 
inches. 
In October the rainfall was above the average in Hooghly, Nadia, Jessore, 
Khulna, Champaran, Darjeeling and Purnea. The excess was test in 
Jessore, where the fall was 4:89 inches above the normal. Elsew in the 
Province the fall was below the normal. ‘ . 

On the whole then, the South-West Monsoon rainfall of 1909 was not 
ill-distributed. Expressed in percentage South-West Bengal received during 
the whole period 115 per cent. of the normal, Bihar 101 per cent., Orissa 102 
per cent. and Chota Nagpur 83 percent Of the four Divisions, Chota Nagpur 
alone did not receive its normal average. é

important Departments under it, but that process now seems, for the time~ 
being, practically to have been completed. During the last three years” 
the procedure of the Suit Department was “revised, and the policy of decen- 
tralisation was forwarded, and a saving of expenditure effected, by the transfer 
of the control of the water districts and the Building Department to the District 
Engineers. The opinion expressed by the General Committee that further 
powers should be delegated to the District Committees is noticeable. The 
codification of the rules of procedure in different Departments has been partly 
carried through, and the manuals should prove of great utility. The improve- 
ments of the administrative machinery effected since 1905-06 have consisted 
mainly in the issue of new and amended bye-laws regulating many points, © 
amongst which the most important were the preparation of electoral rolls, the 
rules of business at meetings, the qualifications required of officers of the 
Engineering and Health Departments, the management of squares, shops and 
theatres, the inspection of water-fittings and the work of plumbers. Important 
rules governing building operations, the connection of privaté drains, and the 
management of markets and slaaghter-houses at present form the subject of 
discussion between Government and the Corporation. The compilation of a 
consolidated hand-book dealing with all such regulations has been undertaken, 
and its early issue is eminently desirable, A one 

4, The results of the third general election held under the Act of 1899 
were disappointing. In spite of the amendment of the rules in order to 
facilitate the registration of voters ; whose number, in comparison with the 
figures at the time of the previous election in 1906, rose from 9,958, having 
20,572 votes, to 28,202, exercising 70,201 votes), only 11 per cent. of the 
electorate actually recorded their votes, and in only 8 out of 25 wards were 
the elections contested. In these wards the percentage of votes recorded to 
the total list fell from 62 in 1906 to 45. The Lieutenant-Governor does not 
accept the opinion that this apathy is due entirely to defects alleged against the — 
existing Act. en 

5. For the due appreciation of the true position of the Corporation, a satis- 
factory exhibition of the aczounts is the first essential, and the year 1908-09 was 
marked by changes of great importanco in this respect. With effect from the 
current year, Government decided to peiform, free of charge, the audit of the 
Municipal accounts which had previously been entrusted to a private firm, at the 
same time extending the audit to the accounts of the debenture interest paid 
by the Bank of Bengsl on behalf of the Corporation. Secondly, the Corpora- 
tion, after various earlier objections, finally adopted a change, which had lon 
been urged upon it, aud substituted accounts upon a basis of income an 
expenditure for the previous system of a statement of receipts and payments 
only.

This matter seems to have been attended to in 1907-08, 
and though something still remains to be done, the Auditors report that the 
methods of dealing with the receipt and issue of stores are steadily improving. 

7, Otherwise in connection with the accounts, the Auditors suggest a 
different method from that now followed in arriving at the profits on the sale 
of surplus larids to be credited to revenue, which should receive the considera- 
tion of the Corporation, and they challenge the propriety of certain debits to the 
Lighting Loan Fund, regarding which legal opinion apparently remains to 
be taken, The Vice-Chairman to the Corporation has suggested the division 
of the revenue budget estimates undor recurring and non-recurring heads, but 
the small proportion of the entries under the latter to those under the former 
scarcely appears to render action on these lines necessary. 

8. Turning to the actual figures under the revenue account, the opening

leads to the indubitable conclusion that a great advance has m made, 
and is being continuously made, in the standard of municipal administration 
in Calcutta, upon which the Corporation may well be congratulated, and for 
which cordial thanks are due to all members of that body.

The extensive resort to section 1090, which has considerably improved the 
strained relations previously existing between landlord and tenant, is = 
_ satisfactory. Of the enhancements allowed under section 105 in Sou 
Bhagalpur and South Monghyr one-half or more were due to excess area and 
the remainder to the rise in prices. j 
7. A very important feature of the operations in South Bihar is the 
commutation of produce rents under section 40 of the Tenancy Act. No less 
than 1,957 such cases were disposed of in South Bhagalpur in 1907-08. In 
South Monghyr nearly 6,000 cases have so far been filed, of which more than 
8,000 are still pending. In the district of Patna the question of produce rents 
and their commutation is causing much agitation, and the applications are 
likely to be very numerous. During the year 2,545 were received, of which 
258 were disposed of. It was found necessary to mgr a a temporary addi- 
tional settlement officer to hear the numerous appeals from the orders passed 
in commutation cases. It appears that the expenditure on these cases 
considerably exceeds the court-fee receipts, and it may become necessary to 
consider the question of raising the present court-fee of 8 annas per tenancy. 
8. There was no settlement of fair rents during the year iu any of the 
Chota Nagpur districts. In Ranchi disputes about the incidence of rent, 
ial conditions and free labour were far more numerous and difficult than in 
previous years. Proceedings were taken to prepare a record of landlords’ 
privilege lands in Ranchi under section 119 of the new Act. In the tracts 
up in Singhbhum and Manbhum the question of the rights of ghatwals is 
of + importance, and is receiving the very careful attention of the 
ement officer. 

_ 9. The cadastral survey in Bihar and Chota Nagpur progresses satis- 
factorily, The Director of Surveys examined the village maps of both areas 
in the ,fjeld and during recess, and found them fully up to the requisite 
tandard. In Shahabad the cost rate of cadastral survey avd initial record- 

writing for the area completed, including recess work, amounted to Rs. 203 
ering mile as against Rs. 206 in Patna.

[On an average of the five years ending 1907-08 the area under linseed and 
rape and mustard in the territory to which this forecast relates represents some 
227 and 130 per cont, respectively, of the total area under these crops in 
British India.] 

Explanatory.—This forecast deals with all kinds of oil- 
seed crops excepting sesamum for which four separate 
forecasts are issued. 


Area sown.—The total area sown this year is reported 
to be 1,816,300 acres against 1,557,900 acres of last year. 
The increase is due to more favourable conditions during the 
sowing time. 


Character of the season and condition of crops,—The oil- 
seed crops are most important in Bihar and in the Presi- 
dency and Chota Nagpur Divisions. The rainfall in 
September and October, though defective in most districts, 
was sufficient for sowings which began in normal time, 
Sowings were, however, retarded iu parts of the Presidency 
Division owing to the heavy rainfall which accompanied 
the cyclone of the 17th October last. The rainfall in 

, » December and January was beneficial to the late crops, but 
the early crops that were ripe for harvest were damaged 
to some extent by the rain in January in parts of the 
Presidency and Orissa Divisions, Insects did some injury 








in parts of Hooghly, Saran and Monghyr. Prospects of 
the crops are generally reported tobe good in Bihar and 
fair in other parts of the Province, 


According to the estimates of the district officers the 
outturn of the different kinds of oilseeds excepting til for 
the Province as a whole works out at 84 per cent. of the 
normal as against 60 per cent, estima%ed last year.

Capital and Incom:.--The capital of the Institution stood, as in the 
previous year at Rs. 10,5t,200, of which tis, 10,46,200 are in the form of a 8} 
er cent. stock certificate of the year 1865. The balance, viz., Rs 5,000, is 
invested in 34 per cent, Government ‘Securities. The annual interest ou the 
capital amounts to Rs, 36,702. The year opened with a balance of 
Rs. 925-8-10 and closed with a balance of Rs. 18,495-7. The reason why the 
opening balance was unusually small is that, the second half-yearly interest 
of Rs. 18,896 for the year 1908, which is generally received in December, 
was not received till January 1909.

IV. Education and maintenanee.—(1) The nature of the education im- 
parted to the girls on the foundation is generally that prescribed for Primar 
and Middle Schools for Europeans. In exceptional cas:s a bigher education is 

ven. 

‘a Parents and guardians are generally given the choice of any school for 
the education and maintenance of their children and wards, provided that such 
a school has been approved by Government as suitable for girls on the Bruce 
Foundation. A sum of Rs. 21-8 or Rs. 16 a month is paid for the education 
and maintenance of each fourdationer in a boarding school or an orphanage, 
as the case may be. A sum of Rs, 49 or Rs 25 is also allowed for each 
foundationer for an outfit on joining a boarding school or an orphanage, as 
the case may be. Under the rulesa girl is not ordinarily allowed to remain 
on the fund after she has attained tho age of 17 years, when an outfit grant 
Rs, 50 is generally given to enable her to make a start in life. If, however, 
a girlelects to take up teaching as a profession, an extension is generally 
allowed. One such extension was granted during the year. Short exten- 
sions not exceeding a few months are also allowed to enable foundationers 
to appear at the examinations prescribed under the Code of Regulations for 
European Schools, or the Cambridge Local Examinations or to finish their 
course in shorthand and type writing, if they are being taught those subjects 
in school. Four such extensions were granted during the year. 

(2) The monthly average cost of the education and maintenance of each 
girl on tbe fund amounted to Rs. 19-12-7, against Rs, 19-3-9 in the preceding

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTEWN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THE MONT 
OF JANUARY 1910, acs 


Tre weather over the reporting area is as a rule in January of a f uniform 
charagter and is mainly varied by the eastward passage of depressions or oold w stor 
which originate in Porsia or form as secondary depressious under the influence of pase 
depressions from that country. 

During the first week of the month there was widespread precipitation in Chota Nagpur , 
but in the rest of the Division weather wes dry. Skies were cloudy in the western districts 
and as a consequence night temperature was in considerable excess in Vhota Nagpur and 
Orissa. At the end of the week a depression which formed in Gujrat travelled eastwards 
across the two Provinces and gave numerous showers in the south of Hastern Bengal and 
Bengal excluding Bihar and Jocal rain to Assam. ‘his depre sion gradually filled up and on 
the 18th skies were clear throughout the Division. Night temperatures were in considerable” 
excess during the cloudy weather preted by the disturbed ‘conditions. On the 18th 
another depression was affecting Beluchistan, which travelled in an easterly direction across 
Northern Todia to Burma. This depression affected thé area under report to a slight extent 
only, light rain falling in the Upper Brahmaputra valley and a few drops in Bihar, while a 
cold wave following its rear reduced the temperature from the 13th onwards. During the 
remaining (lays of the month weather was generally fine with skies cloar or lightly clouded 
and temperatuse normal or in slight defect. 


Summary of temperature.—Mean temp2rature was in defect everywhere, except in Orissa, 
where it was in slight excess. The highest and lowest temperatures, viz., 87° 6 and 40° 
respectively were recorded at Daltonganj. 

The following table gives the summary of the temperature of each of the seven 
meteorological divisions of the Provinces of Kastern Bengal and Assam and of Bengal for the

Supplementary Report of the Committee, consisting of the Hon’ble Mr. F. A. Slacke, 

OSI, President, Mr. C. F. Payne, and Mr.C. A. Tegart, appointed by Govern- 

ment to enquire into the circumstances connected with the fire which occurred in 
 Darmahatta Street, Calcutta, on the morning of the 2ist Jannary 1910. 


Preliminary.—In_ accordance with Government resolution No. 732M., 
upon the original report of the Committee, the enquiry regarding the fire 
which cmpxtpaen the early morning of the 21st January 1910 in Darmahatta 
Street was réopened on the 29th March 1910, after an indemnity from 
prosecution for having offered or given an illegal gratification to any member 
of the Fire Brigade had been ‘widely published for the information of all 

ersons who might be prepared to make a true and full disclosure of all the 
facts within their knowledge. This supplementary enquiry has been confined, 
in terms of Government letter No, 734M., dated the D6th March 1910, to the 
discovery of the actual persons who were guilty of demanding or accepting 
illegal gratifications and testing the truth of the charges made against them. 

The public enquiry, apart from the consultations held by the members 
of the Committee, occupied eight days, and fifty-four witnesses were examined, 
Only. five of these were examined in the course of the original enquiry, the 
rest (with the exception of eight witnesses connected with, or produced by, 
the Fire Brigade) having all come forward on the strength of the indemnity 
offered, Alr tltey witnesses (twenty-four in number) who stated that they could 
identify, or that they might be able to identify, men of the Fire Brigade who 
had demanded or accepted an illegal gratification were directed to be present 
at the Police Head-Quarters at Lal Bazar to point out the men referred to, 
Only seventeen of these actually came to the identification parade, and seven 
of them succeeded identifying between them three members of the Fire 
Brigade, of whom onejdid not go to the fire at all, Throughout the enquiry 
the ‘Committee experienced the greatest difficulty in securing the punctual 
attendance of the witnesses, and they are much indebted to Babu Radha 
Charan Pal and Dr. Haridhan Dutt for their assistance in his respect. ; 

The Committee are of opinion that the people of the locality failed 
to give the help that might reasonably be expected from them in bringing 
to Tight the actual malpractices which occurred at this fire. In dealing 
with cases of this kind the Committeo consider it is very essential to 
bear in mind that the men of the Fire Brigade,—men on low pay,— 
are subjected to great temptations, for undoubtedly voluntary offers 
of large sums are made to them by persons anxious with regard to ‘their 
own property. This was ono of the reasons which led the Committeo in 
“their former report to make the recommendation they did with regard to a 
whole-time Superintendent of the Fire Brigade. ; 

Very little use could be made of the evidenco recorded during the pum 
of the original enquiry, as none of the witnesses then examined ope 
identify any member of the Fire Brigade. A few, however, who it was thought 
might be able to identify some members of the Fire Brigade if they were 
confronted with them were directed to attend the identification parade, = 
none of them succeeded in picking out any one. The only papers i * 
Police Office relating to the matter under repcrt were those dealing “ 

ismi four.European Sergeants on suspicion of being concerned in ° 
looting of safes. These papers have been perused by the Committee = 
from part of this record ee they contain nothing in the nature of ieniitiens 
tion, and no- clue worth following up could be gathered fae Ser Le 
Committee held a parade of, and questioned individually, al ne na - Pe 
who were present at the fire, with the exception of a few w aes aS rs 
various reasons be present.

Out of the whole of the orianas recorded and the ge en pete nase

dealt with at length below. Certain other cases which in the opinion of the 
Committee are not proved, including a charge of taking money against 
Engineer Jarrett who was described but not identified, are also commented on, © 
The easg against Superintendent Haultain.—The evidence with regard to 
this matter is contained in the statements made by the following persons :—

Almost opposite where Gobind Shah’s Lane and Darmahatta Street moot 
is the house of the Ghose family. This house is a veiy large masonry build- 
ing, aud is said to have contained many valuable works of art and books, On 
the early morning of the 21st soon after this house caught fire, the Ghose 
family sent for Banu Upendra Nath Dutt to come and help them, He came 
and took on himself the direction of affairs with regard to the fire so far 
as the Ghose family were concerned. Babu Upendra Nath Dutt arrived just 
before Superintendent Hhultain came, ‘he latter arrived about 6-30 a.m. on 
the morning of Friday, the 21st January. Prior to Superintendent Haultain’s 
arrival Babu Upendra Nath Dutt had been asked by two Europeans for 
Rs. 4,000 if he wanted the house to be saved. The Babu promised nothing, 
and subsequently was unable at the identification parade held by the Committee 
to identify the men who had so asked him; nor is there any other proof 
im support of this statement. Some time after Superintendent Haultain 
arrived, Upendra Babu came to the conclusion that if some money was paid 
more work would be done; but he cannot remember whether any one else 
other than the two Europeans above referred to asked him for money. 
Upendra Babu therefore went to the Ghose family Superintendent, Ba 
Pyari Mohan Chatterjee, and asked him for some money for distribution 
among the Brigade. ‘I'he Superintendent gave him a certain amount; “and 
on the arrival of the cashier, Babu Panna Lal Chowdhury, that officer was 
directed by Babu Rajendra Ghose to give to Upendra Babu for payment 
to thé Fire Brigade what sums he might require from time to time. The total 
amount paid from the funds of the Ghose family to or for the Fire Brigade 
is by the accounts of the cashier Rs, 1,096-8-9. While distributing the 
money, which was in the shape of notes, to the Fire Brigade, Upendra Babu 
says he was accompanied by a durwan of the Ghose’s establishment.’ This 
durwan held the supply of notes, from which apparently Upendra Babu took 
what he wanted from time to time. We have tried to get hold Of this 
durwan but have failed, as no one can identify him or give his name. The 
only traceable notes used by Upendra Babu when distributing the money 
amongst the men of the Fire Brigade are the two 100-rupee notes he gave 
to Superintendent Haultain. 7 

While working on the house Superintendent Haultain was offered some 
notes by Upendra Babu, who was told to go away. Subsequently, when the 

_ fire at the house had apparently been got under, Superintendent Haultain 
went away to see what was being done in other parts of the fire area. While 
he was away a part of the roof of the house fell in and the fire broke out 
again,’ On this happening Upendra Babu went after Superintendent Haultaifi 
and eng him back to the house. On their way back their route was along 
Gobind Shah’s Lane; and it was while in this lane, by Superintendent 
Haultain’s account, that Upendra Babu, as they were going along, put the 
bundle of notes into Superintendent Haultain’s left hand coat pocket, which 
he could easily do as the coat was not buttoned. ‘The cashier stated he had 
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no vouchers; but the Superintendent, Babu Pyari Mohan Chatterjee, produced 


a list showing the various sums paid out, and the 


howins ; items paid by Upendra Babu 
bore’ his initials, which the latter gave two or three dave after ‘he fire, This 
list was not made at the time, and, except with regard to Superintendent 


Haultain, it gives no clue as to the persons to whom the ayments were made; 
nor could Upendra Babu identify any member of the Piro ‘Brigade; except ) 
Superintendent Haultain, to whom he had made any payment.* Upendra 
u also says that he gave Engineer Chase’s children, who came to the 
scene of the fire, 10 or 20 rupees; but in the opinion of the Committee 
no charge could be framed against Mr Chaso on this account, as there is 
nothing to show that he knew anything about this alleged payment; and 
moreover when the list was initialled by the Babu he did not initial the 
entries according to his own memory but by what he was told he had said at the 
time the payments were made, and there is nothing to support his statement 
in regard to these children, It seems to the Committee from what has been 
stated before them that, with regard to the payments made for the Ghose 
family, such were not made in consequence of solicitations by the men of the 
igade. Upendra Babu’s story distinctly proves this, and his account on 
this point is confirmed by the statement of Mr. Lindsay. Had the payments 
made by the Ghose family been due to illegal pressure on the part of the men 
of the Fire Brigade, the (eatin cannot believe that Upendra Babu and 
the Ghose family would have spoken so eulogistically to Mr. Lindsay of the 
work of the Fire Brigadé as they did on the lst, and would not have spoken 
of cap * they had been compelled to make. 

e are unabie to believe that Superintendent Hautain was not aware at 
the time of the nature of what was being put into his pocket. ‘The fact that 
the man who did it was the man who had previously offered him the notes 
must have led him’ to guess what was being given to him even if he did not 
hear what Upendra Babu -says he told him at the time, viz., ‘‘ You have 
worked hard and this is given you as‘bucksheesh.’” Superintendent Haultain 
states that owing to official duties he did not remember about the package 
that Upendra Babu had put into the pocket of his fire-coat, until Monday, 
the 24th. January, and that it was tlien that he found out the nature of its 
contents. This scared him, and for some days he thought over the matter and 
then applied to some friends for advice; and acting on their advice informed the 
Commissioner of Police on the lst February. ‘I'his delay and the fact that 
he allowed himself to take the money are the only misdeeds which can be 
attributed to Superintendent Haultain. It is most regrettable that an officer 
occupying the position that Superintendent Haultain does, and one who has 
done such Wis service, should have failed, until the Government ywas 
about to order an enquiry into the facts attending this fire, to bring to the 
notice of his superior officer the fact that he had been given Rs. 400 as a 
reward for work dono by him in connection with his official duties, ; 

In the opinion of the Committee the charge against Superintendent” 
Haultain meal not have been proved if it had not been for the fact that be 
himself brought the matter to the notice of the Commissioner of Police ; tor 
had he’ destroyed the notes and denied the occurrence, then,—considering the 
many serious discrepancies in the evidence, the very excited state in wi cli 
Upendra Babu evidently was at the time of the occurrence, Superintendent 
Haultain’s long and unblemished good ¢haracter, and the doubts which attach 
to ‘the list of payments,—the Committee could not have credite] the story as 
told by Upendra Babu. The notes have been made over to the Depaty Com- 
missioner of Police, Mr. Tegart, and for their ultimate disposal the orders of 
Government are awaited. ; Ses 

| Dhe case against Engineer Chase.—The case against Mr. Chase rests princi- 

on the evidence of four witnesses, namely, Chandra Shekhar Naik, 

- Jotindva Nath Biswas, Makhan Lal Naik, and Radha Kissen Bagla, Mr, 

‘Chase was the Engineer in charge of the ‘ Niagara,” the first fire engine to 

arrive on the scene. He stationed his engine in —— Ghat Street td the 

north of the fire; and there can be no doubt that the efforts of the men = 

1at engine were mainly directed towards tho saving of tho he gola Pr sre 
Witness Chandra Shekhar Naik, which was ian fact almost entirely saved while, 
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all the surrounding “ golas” ‘were burnt. This fact-struck the Committee 
forcibly on their first visit to the scene of the fire, before any evidence had been 
recorded at all. The allegation is that Mr, Chase demanded Rs, 1,000 from 
Chandra Shekhar Naik to save his “ gola ” immediately he arrived at the scene 
of the fire. Chandra Shekhar Naik, who is a man of business in comparatively 
wealthy circumstances, at once offered Rs. 500, which Mr, Chase agreed to 
accept, He then sent his sarkar, Makhan Lal Naik, forthe money ; and within 
5 or 10 minutes Rs, 400 in 10-rupee notes was handed over to Mr, Chase; and 
the water was directed on the ‘‘gola” and the structures at the back, from 
which the fire was likely to spread to this ‘‘gola.” The fact that only Rs. 400 
was actually paid, and not Rs. 500, as agreed, is explained by Makhan Lal Naik, 
who says that he handed over a bundle of 10-rupee notes representing Rs, 400 
in all to his master, who believing the bundle to contain Rs, 500 gave it over 
to Mr. Chase, who took it and went away to his engine. Makhan Lal Naik 
did not tell his master of the difference until afterwards. This occurrence is 
testified to by (1) Chandra Shekhar Neik, (2) Jotindra Nath Biswas, and (3) 
Makhan Lal Naik. All of these men were present both when the money was 
demanded and when it was paid, and their stories substantially agree, Two of 
them, Chandra Shekhar Naik and Jotindra Nath Biswas, identified Mr. Chase 
in the presence of the Committee from among a large number of European 
Sergeants and all the Engineers (except the Chief Engineer, who was ill) of 
the Fire Brigade. he circumstances of the identification were by no means 
easy for the witnesses, and, though one of the identifierseould only say that he 
thought Mr, -Chase was the man, both picked him out without hesitation. 
Makhan Lal Naik, the third witness to this occurrence, coulénot identify any 
oue; but he clearly indicates in his evidence that the man to whom the money 
was paid was the Engineer in charge of the engine in Nimtolla Ghat Street, 
which was Mr. Chase. ; 

The second occurrence in whieh Mr. Chase is ma as is alleged to 
have taken place shortly after 9-:0 p.m. on the night of the 2lst January. 
Mr, Chase was then taking his engine back to Lal Bazar, and Chandra Shekhar 
Naik begged him not to do so. Mr. Chase is then said to have offered to 
let him have a hose to attach to the street hydrant if he gave him Rs, 100. 
Chandra Shekhar Naik agreed to this, and paid him the money in the presence 
of Jotindra Nath Biswas and Haridas Mandal, Makhan Lal Naik was not 
Sager when the money was paid, but he testifies that his master took 

8. 100 from him in 10-rupee notes to pay to a “sahib” of the Fire Brigade at 
about that time. Haridas Mandal was not able to identify Mr. Chase, but he 
describes him in his evidence as the Engineer in charge of the fire engine which 
was stationed in Nimtolla Ghat Street. 

The third charge in respect of which Mr. Chase has been identified is 
brought by Radha Kissen Bagla, a Marwari, who owns a timber “gola” at 
Nimtolla and who had advanced money to other timber merchants there and 

“was consequently interested- in the saving of their” a He states 
thaf he approached the Engineer of the fire engine in Nimtolla Ghat Street 
before the fire reached his “ gola,” and asked bim to turn a hose.on it, he 
Engineer said that he would do so if he ‘got something.” Radha Kissen 

~ Bagla thet borrowed Rs, 100 from Bhikraj Sagar Mull, whose timber yard 
is adjacent to his own, and paid it to the Engineer, The result was unsatisfac- 
tory as far as Radha Kissen Bagla was concerned, es the Engineer after 
taking the money did not turn any water on his “gola”’ Later on, however, 
he gave Radha Kissen Bagla a length of hose which he attached to the street 
hydrant and turned the water on his timber. Radha Kissen ip. 8 also states 

- that thedngineer went with him to Sagar Mull’s “gola” near the river and 
telephoned for a second engine. This Mr. Chase admits that he did. Radha 
Kissen Bagla was doutful whether he conld identify the man to whom he 
paid the money, but at the identification parade he picked out Mr. Chase as - 
the man. The only corroborative evidence in this case is that of Muralidbar, 
of the firm of Bhikraj Sagar Mull, who says that he lent Rs, 100 to Radha 

Kissen Bagla on the night of the fire. He was not informed at the time 
what the money was wanted for, but Rs. 40 was subsequently returned to him,

» Mr, Chase, through his leader, cross-examined Chand i 
Jotindra Nath Biswas, and Radha Kissen Bagla, He aloo. ohaat sae 
witnesses to rebut the charges.. Four of these are connected with the Fire 
Brigade and came to the fire with Mr, Chase’s engine. 'I'hey all say that Mr. Chase 
was attending to his engine the whole time, and that hefneither demanded. nor 


— ted any money from any one in their presence. The only outsider ealled 
by him was a Mr. Russell, who arrived at the fire at about 4-30 A.M. and who 


stood by Mr. Chuse’s engine for some time. He says that he did not see Mr, Chase 
demand or accept any money, and that he had to watch his engine constantly 
to prevent it from racing owing to the shortness of water. He is an Engineer 
himself, and consequently noticed this fact in particular. Mr. Chase however 
admits that %t,was not till 5 a.m. that the pressure of water began to drop, and — 
he says that till then he had sufficient water to keep his engine going at full 
speed. The evidence of these witnesses is therefore purely negative; and they 

not prove very much as against the testimony on the other side, which was 
practically unshaken by the somewhat weak cross-examination to which the 
Wwituesses were subjected. 

_ As regards the guilt of Mr. Chase the Committee are divided in opinion. 
The Presid ident and Mr. Payne agree in thinking that the charges have been 
established; but Mr. Tegart is of opinion that the evidence is not sufficiently 
conclusive, and thinks that Mr. Chase should be given the benefit of the doubt. 
Mr. Tegart’s reasons for holding this opinion are given in a Note of dissent 
at the end of this report. In the opinion of the President and Mr. Payne no 
good reason has been advanced why the witnesses should bring a false charge 
against Mr. Chase. It is admitted that his engine wae working all day just 
outside Chandra Shekhar Naik’s ‘‘d4l gola,” and the witnerses had shacelead 
amplé opportunities of observing him; and it is most improbable that they 
should all be making the same mistake. The suggestion thrown out by 
Mr, Chase himself,—who denies the charge é ¢oto,—that he is well known ‘in 
Calcutta. owing to his tong connection with the Fire Brigade, is hardly 
sufficient to account for this unanimity of evidence. Besides, the fact 
that this particular “gola” was saved (or practically saved) from the fire 
while all the surrounding “golas” were burnt cannot be explained except 
by the faét that special attention was directed towards it. ‘This circumstance 

aa ‘the Committee very strongly when they visited the spot, before 
any charge hail been made against Mr. Chase; and it certainly’ tends to 
eréate a suspicion that there was some special reason why the energies of 
the Fire Brigade, as far as the work of the engine wus concerned, were 
ly confined to saving one man’s property. The incident of the

Committee as too realistic to be otherwise than trae. Mr. Chase points out 
that the officer in charge of the a of the Brigade was Chief Kngineer 
Milne, and says that he was the ovly man who could direct tho firemen to 

_ play upon a particular ‘ gola,” Each Engineer, however, undoubtedly has a 
Ja nare in the control of the operations of his own engine ; and it is at least 
lear that the witnesses thought that Mr. Chase could assist them im saving 

“their property. ‘There is no reason to suppose that Mr, Chase has been 
* ‘mistaken for Mr. Milne, and that the Jatter was the actual recipient of the 
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money. All the witnesses, besides (in some cases, identifying Mr. Chase, — 
agree that the man to whom the money was paid was the Engineer inchargeof 
the fire engine stationed in Nimtolla Ghat Street. Mr. Chase has a long and— 
untarnished service to his credit, which should certainly be taken into account — 
in his favour; but, as already stated, in the opinion of the majority of the, 
Committee he has been guilty of demanding and accepting illegal gratifications, 

" Other cases not proved.—In addition to the cases referred to above in — 
connection with which Superintendent Haultain and Engineer Chase were 
identified by the witnesses, ten other specific instances are referred to in which 
the individuals to whom the alleged payments were made could not be identi- 
fied by the persons who stated they had actually = the money, or by the | 
witnesses in whose presence payment was said to have been made. oy 

The facts of these cases are given briefly below. The first five of them: 
apparently refer to Engineer Jarrett of the Howrah engine, who up till about 
94m. hed no other European or Eurasian wita him. Engineer Jarrett has 
been examined and denies the charge, In the opinion of the Committee the 
case against him is one of strong suspicion only. é 

(1) Radha Kissen Bagla stated that, subsequent to the payment of 
Rs, 100 to Enginoer Chase, he paid a “‘sahib” of the engine opposite No, 67— 
24 Strand Road, Rs. 100, He says no one else was present when this money 
was paid, and that the money was brought from his own office by bis durwan 
Ranchoo, who has since gone to the Upper Provinces. Although this witness 
was Fa ed for, his attendance could not be secured, Radha Kissen stated 

d not identify the “sahib” referred to. From-the mp,

he gives of the engine, however, it is clear that he refers to the Howrah fire 

engine, to which only one European,—Engineer Jarrett,—is attached, : 
In connection with this case Babu Barada Kanta Roy Choudhuri (pages 23 


and 24 of the printed evidence) stated at the original enquiry that he paid 
Rs, 10 to the Engineer in charge of the Howrah fire engine, and described 
Engineer Jarrett as the man; but when he was confronted with him in his fire 
uniform with three other men similarly dressed, he stated that he was not 
among them. 

) The second case is referred to by Narain Misser, a durwan of Golab 
Rai Sheobux, who states thet he paid in all Rs. 125-8 to members of the Fira 
Brigade, K's. 20 of which he paid to a ‘‘sahib” and the balance to khalasis, 
coachmen, constables and others whom he could not identify. This witness 
stated that he thought he could identify the ‘‘sahib” he referred to, who was 
wearing a brass helmet; and that the money was paid in two instalments of 
Rs. 10 in an upper room of the “ gola” in the presence of Gajadhar Tewari, 
Juraman, Balla Bux end Ram Bharose, a4 

Later on in his evidence this witness stated that though he paid th 
money in the upper room of the “gola,” all the persons whom he cited as 
having witnessed the payment were at that time downstairs throwing water. on 
the timber with buckets, If this is true, they obviously. could not have been 
eye-witnesses to the payment. :

This witness.also attended the parade, but could 
not identify any one, and said that the man to whom the money was 
paid was dressed in black, 

(4) Sheomukh Rai—Said he paid Rs. 100 toa “sahib” of the Brigade who 
was standing about 100 feet from the fire engine on Strand Road and 
who demanded money from him. Witness sent his Jamadar Hiranand to 
fetch Rs. 300 from his office which was close by, This money was brought 
a few niinutes later, and witness paid the “sahib” Rs. 1Q), and got in return 
a hose pipe and some khalasis. The pipe was joined to a street hydrant 
and on witness’s “ gola.” Ten minutes later the water was stopped, and 
the same “sahib,” when appealed to, demanded more money. Witness then 

id himeanother hundred rupees in the presence of Hiranand and one 
uren Kundu. Witness also stated that this latter (Suren Kunda) paid in 
his peepence some money to the same “sahib.” Witness could not identify 
the “ sahib”” to whom he paid the money. 

An entry in this witness’s account book shows payment of Rs. 233-3-6 
on this occasion. Witness explains that, besides the Rs. 200 referred to 
above, he paid his own servant Rs, 33-3-6 as “ bucksheesh.” \ 

Lis —Corroborates Sheomukh as regards his bringing Rs. 300, which 
he got from Johur Mull, Sheomukh’s cashier, and which Sheomukh paid in his 
presence toa ‘‘sahib” whom he cannot identify. ‘ 

~ Johur Mull—Corroborated the payment of Rs. 300 to Hiranand, but did 
not know what was done with it. From the description given of the position of 
the engine referred to by Sheomukh it appears to have been the Howrah

(5) Suren Kundu—Stated that he paid Rs, 55, in 10-rupee notes and Rs, 5 
in cash, in the presence of several others, whose names he did not know, to the 
same “‘sahib” as Sheomukh paid, which payment was made in witness's 

This payment of Ks. 55 is supported by an entry in an account 
(one a uced by ‘hin witness, who stated that the money was brought from 
his « by his durwan, Islok Misser. Asked to describe the porson te whom 
he paid the money, witness said he was wearing a ‘“‘topee,” not a brass helmet ; 
it he had no brass epaulettes (worn by the Engineers’, but was wearing 
white breeches and a black cout, and was working a hose pipe. 

Witness was not certain whether he could identify the person he referred 
to. He was asked to attend the identification parade, bat failed to do so. :

There was a Sergeant of this name at-the fire, but he has since been 
dismissed the force for misconduct (not connected) with this fire) and is now in 
England. At the parade this witness identified a Sergeant named Green as the 
other man who was with Woodward in the “gol.” Sergeant Green did not 
go to this fire at all, Witness could not produce or identify the other persons 
connected with this *‘ gola” who he said were present when this case of safe- 
breaking occurred, though all the servants of the “ gola” were produced for his 
inspection, eae 

. 7) Mahadeo Prosad Poddar—Stated that he paid Rs. 20 to a European 
fireman whom he thought he could identify. He produced an entry in 
his account book showing an amount of Rs. 20 paid on this account, bat 
could not give the names of any persons who were present when he paid the 
money. He was present at the parade, but failed to identify anyone. 

(8) Jogendra Nath Bose, formerly a clerk of Ram Lali Ghose, who has a 
timber yard in that quarter—Stated that he paid-Rs, 4) to a “sabib,” whom he 
could not identify, im the presence of one Baijnath. He borrowed Rs, 30 
of this from Baijnath and Rs. i0 from Ram Lall Ghose. ‘This witness was 
examined at the previous hearing (vide page 22 of the printed evidence), and 
the story he then told differs essentially from what.lie now states. t 

Baijnath Poddar, examined on the 81st March—Stated that on Jogen’s 
behalf he borrowed Rs. 59 from Radha Kissen Bagla (whg dad already made 
this statement on the previous day), of which he gave Rs. 3) to Jogen, who 
gave it to a European fireman, whom witness cannot identify and to whom 
witness himself paid Rs. 10 in the presence of Ram Lal! Ghose. 

Ram Lall Ghose—Stated that he knew nothing about payment of money to 
tho, eeeees but that he gave Ks. 10 to Jogen, who said he wanted it for the 
Brigade. 

e9) Kedar Nath Dutt, of Kristodhan Sireir’s wood “ gola,” examined on 31st 
March 1910—Said.he paid Rs, 50 to a ‘ sahib,” and later on Rs, 20 to a 
‘‘sahib.” He cannot say if both payments were made to the kame man, as 
all “ sahibs” looked alike to him. The ‘“‘sahib” to whom he paid the Rs, 50 
had a brass helmet and brass epaulettes. The Rs. 20 witness borrowed from 
Radha Kissen I\agla (who had already said so in his statement recorded on 
the previous day) and Rs, 20 from Ananta N. Dutt. No one was present when 
witness paid this money, and at the parade this witness could not identify 
any one, = 

/ (10) Surendra Nath Dey—Said he offered a cheque for Rs, 500 (which was 
refused) to a Fire Brigade “ sahib” who had demanded money from him. 
The ‘sahib,” who had on brass epaulettes, was with the Nimtolla engine: 
Witness could not say who was present when the money was demanded, At 
the parade he failed to identify the individual he referred to. There is no 
other evidence to corroborate his statement, 

Conclusion.—fumming up the results of the enquiry, the Committee are 
unanimously of opinion that Superintendent Haultain knowingly accepted 
Rs. 400 from Upendra Nath Dutt and that he retained the money in his posses- 
sion till the Ist February, when the talk of an enquiry was in the air, Th 
think, however, that the money was paid to him voluntarily and that he di 
not demand it. As regards Engineer Chase, the majority of the Committee 
(Mr. Tegart dissenting) find that he both icuauen and il 
gratifications. "There is a strong case of etn Se Jarrett,

As regards the ecaies thay money was extorted before the engine 
was started, I disinclined to believe that immediately on arrival at the 
scene of the fire fe Exgineer in charge of the engine would refuse to start his 
engine until paid to do so. Further in this case the Chief Engineer was present 
and in immediate charge of the operations of this engine, which was at that 
time the only one present; and it was for him, and not for his subordinate, 
to say when and where the engine should work. 

As regards the second charge— 

The payment of this money is absolutely without corroboration, and the 
details as regards the ra oy! of the money are also discrepant, 

Radha Kissen states he borrowed this money (Rs. 100) from Bhikraj 
Sagar Mull, to whose ‘‘gola”’ he took Engineer Chase in order to telephone for 
the second engine; that the money was borrowed in Sagar Mull’s ‘‘ gola” after 
the telephone was sent; and that Sagar Mull was to pay half of this sum 
himself. 

The Rs, 50 due from Radha Kissen was repaid to Sagar Mull, accordi 
to Radha’s statement, about seven days later, and an entry to this effect is 
shown in witness's “‘khatta” book. Witness further stated that the money 
was paid to Engineer Chase quietly on the way back to theséngine, and that 
Sagar Mull was not there then. : 

Sagar Mull is away in Moulmein. His brother Muralidhar, who works in the 
same “gola,” stated that on that night eure and Radha Kissen came together 
to his “‘gola” with three or four others, and both borrowed Rs. 100 from him 
which they both took away. On the following day he asked them what 
became of this money, They returned Rs. 40 to him, and stated that the 
balance, Rs, 60, had been spent on account of the fire, In support of this 
witness produces an entry in bis ‘‘ khatta” showing a payment of Rs. 60 to the 
“ damkhalwala” ( ‘‘damkhal ” means a fire engine), Witness could not remem- 
ber if any “sahib” came with Radha Kissen to the office, and said that the,

With Resolution No. 8051 of the 24th November 1908, the revised Code 
of Regulations for European Schools in Bengal was published for general 
information, and it was stated therein that Sir Andrew Fraser esired 
that the Code should be introduced as soon as possible, and that accordingly 
igHonour directed that the High School and Scholarship examination, the 
dle School and Scholarship examination, and the Primary School examina- 
n Schools should be held for the last time at the end of 1909. 
It was further stated that the first list of recognized secondary and elementary 
ols would be pubiished at the beginning of 1910. ‘ 

2, The Code was severely criticised, and representations on the subject 
made to Government by some of the leading bodies and individuals 
in European education in Bengal. The main objections taken were—
